All the people 
that heard him, and the publicans, justified 
God, being baptized with the baptism of John. 

Lnk. 7.30. But the Pharisees and lawyers 
rejected the counsel of God against themselves, 
being not baptized of him. 34. The Son of 
man is come eating and drinking ; and ye say, 
Behold a gluttonous man, and a winebibber, 
a friend of publicans and sinners ! 

Luk. 8.19. Then came to him his mother 
and his brethren, and could not come at him 
for the press. 25. They being afraid wondered, 
saying one to another, What manner of man is 
this 1 for he commandeth even the winds and 
water, and they obey him. 35. They went out 
to see what was done ; and came to J esus, and 
found the man, out of whom the devils were 
departed, sitting at the feet of Jesus, clothed, 
and in his right mind : and they were afraid. 
37. Then the whole multitude of the country 
of the Gadarenes round about besought him to 
depart from them ; for they were taken with 
great fear. 40. When J esus was returned, the 
people gladly received him : for they were all 
waiting for him. Mat. 8.15-34. Mar. 4.41. 
Mar. 5.17-21. 

Luk. 9,7. Herod the tetrarch heard of all 
that was done by him : and he was perplexed, 
because that it was said of some, that John 
was risen from the dead ; 8. And of some, 
that Elias had appeared ; and of others, that 
one of the old prophets was risen again. 9. 
And Herod said, John have I beheaded : but 
who is this, of whom I hear such things? And 
he desired to see him. Mar. 6. 14-16. 

Luk. 12.1. There were gathered together an 
innumerable multitude of people, insomuch 
that they trode one upon another. 

Luk. 13.17. AH the people rejoiced for all 
the glorious things that were done by him. \ 

Luk. 18.43. Immediately he received his 
sight, and followed him, glorifying God : and 
all the people, when they saw it , gave praise 
unto God. 

Luk. 19.37. When he was come nigh, even 
now at the descent of the mount of Olives, the 
whole multitude of the disciples began to 
rejoice, and praise God with a loud voice, for 
all the mighty works that they had seen. 48. 


Mar. 11.18. 

Luk. 21.38. And all the people came early 
in the morning to him in the temple, for to 
hear him. Jno. 8.2. 

Luk. 23.27. There followed him a great 
company of people, and of women, which also 
bewailed and lamented him. 

Jno. 2.11. This beginning of miracles did 
Jesus in Cana of Galilee, and manifested forth 
his glory ; and his disciples believed on him, 
23. When he was in J erasalem at the passover, 
in the feast day, many believed in his name, 
when they saw the miracles which he did. 

Jno. 3.2. Rabbi, we know that thou art a 
teacher come from God : for no man can do 
these miracles that thou doest, except God be 
with him. 26. The same baptizeth, and all 
men come to him. 

Jno. 4.25. I know that Messias cometh, 
which is called Christ : when he is come, he 
will tell us all things. 29. Come, see a man, 
which told me all things that ever I did : is 
not this the Christ ? 39. Many of the Sama- 
ritans of that city believed on him for the 
saying of the woman, which testified, He told 
me all that ever I did. 45. When he was come 
into Galilee, the Galileans received him, having 
seen all the things that he did at Jerusalem at 
the feast. 53. The father knew that it was at 
the same hour, in the which Jesus said unto 
him, Thy son liveth : and himself believed, 
and his whole house. 

Jno. 6.14. When they had seen the miracle 
that Jesus did, said, This is of a truth that 
Prophet that should come into the world. 

Jno. 7.3. His brethren therefore said unto 
him. Depart hence, and go into Judea, that 
thy disciples also may see the works that thou 
doest. 4. For there is no man that doeth any 
thing in secret, and he himself seeketh to be 
known openly. If thou do these things, shew 
thyself to the world. 5. For neither did his 
brethren believe in him. 12. There was much 
murmuring among the people concerning him : 
for some said, He is a good man : others said, 
Nay ; but he deceiveth the people. 

Jno. 7.13. Howbeit no man spake openly of 
him for fear of the Jews. 15. The Jews mar- 
velled, saying, How knoweth this man letters, 
having never learned ? 25. Then said some of 
them of Jerusalem, Is not this he, whom they 
seek to kill? 26. But, lo, he speaketh boldly, 
and -they say nothing unto him. Do the 
rulers know indeed that this is the very Christ ? 
27. Howbeit we know this man whence he is : 
but when Christ cometh, no man knoweth 
whence he is. 

Jno. 7.31. Many of the people believed on 
him, and said. When Christ cometh, will he 
do more miracles than these which this man 
hath done? 40. Many of the people therefore, 
when they heard this saying, said, Of a truth 
this is the Prophet. 41. Others said. This is 
the Christ. But some said, Shall Christ come 
out of Galilee? 42. Hath not the scripture 
said. That Christ cometh of the seed of David, 
and out of the town of Bethlehem, where 
David was? 43. So there was a division 
among the people because of him. 44. And 
some of them would have taken him ; but no 
man laid hands on him, 46. Never man spake 
like this man, 
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Jno 8.13. The Pharisees therefore said unto 
him, Thou bearest record of thyself; thy record 
is not true. 22. Then said the Jews, Will he 
kill himself? because he saifch, Whither I go, 
ye cannot come. 30. As he spake these words, 
many believed on him. 53. Art thou greater 
than our father Abraham, which is dead ? and 
the prophets are dead: whom makest thou 
thyself ? 

Jno. 9.16. Said some of the Pharisees, This . 
man is not of God, because he keepeth not the 
sabbath day. Others said, How can a man 
that is a sinner do such miracles ? And there 
was a division among them. 17. They say 
unto the blind man again, What sayest thou 
of him, that he hath opened thine eyes? He 
said. He is a prophet. 24. Give God the 
praise: we know that this man is a sinner. 
25. He answered and said, Whether he be a 
sinner or no, I know not : one thing I know, 
that, whereas I was blind, now I see. 29, We 
know that God spake unto Moses : as for this 
fellow, we know not from whence he is. 30. 
Ye know not from whence he is, and yet he 
hath opened mine eyes. 33. If this man were 
not of God, he could do nothing. 

Jno. 10.20. Many of them said, He hath 
a devil, and .is mad; why hear ye him? 
21. Others said, These are not the words of 
him that hath a devil. Can a devil open the 
eyes of the blind? 24. How long dost thou 
make us to doubt? If thou be the Christ, tell 
us plainly. 32. For a good work we stone 
thee not; but for blasphemy; and because 
that thou, being a man, makest thyself God. 
41. Many resorted unto him, and said, John 
did no miracle : but all things that John spake 
of this man were true. 42. And many believed 
on him there. 

Jno. 11.37. Some of them said, Could not 
this man, which opened the eyes of the blind, 
have caused that even this man should not 
have died ? 45. Many of the Jews which came 
to Mary, and had seen the things which Jesus 
did, believed on him. 46. But some of them 
went their ways to the Pharisees, and told 
them what things Jesus had done. 47. Then 
gathered the chief priests and the Pharisees a 
council, and said, What do we ? for this man 
doeth many miracles. 48. If we let him thus 
alone, all men will believe on him. 

Jno. 12.9. Much people of the Jews there- 
fore knew that he was there : and they came 
not for Jesus’ sake only. 11. By reason of 
him many of the Jews went away, and believed 
on Jesus. 18. For this cause the people also 
met him, for that they heard that he had done 
this miracle. 19. The Pharisees therefore said 
among themselves, Perceive ye how ye prevail 
nothing? behold, the world is gone after him. 

Jno. 12.20. There were certain Greeks among 
them that came up to worship at the feast : 
21. The same came therefore to Philip, which 
was of Bethsaida of Galilee, and desired him, 
saying, Sir, we would see Jesus. 34. We have 
heard out of the law that Christ' abideth for 
ever : and how sayest thou, The Son of man 
must be lifted up? who is this Son of man? 
37. Though he had done so many mir acles 
before them, yet they believed not on him.

For the kingdom is the Lord’s : and 
he is the governor among the nations. 29. All 
they that be fat upon earth shall eat and wor- 
ship : all they that go down to the dust shall 
bow before him : and none can keep alive his 
own soul. 

Psa. 22.30, A seed shall serve him ; it shall 
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be accounted to the Lord for a generation. 
31. They shall come, and shall declare his 
righteousness unto a people that shall be born, 
that he hath done this. 

Psa. 46.4. There is a river, the streams 
whereof shall make glad the city of God, the 
holy place of the tabernacles of the most High. 
10. Be still, and. know that I am God : I will 
be exalted among the heathen, I will be exalted 
in the earth. 

Psa. 65.2. 0 thou that hearest prayer, unto 
thee shall all flesh come. 

Psa. 66.4. All the earth shall worship thee, 
and shall sing unto thee ; they shall sing to 
thy name. 

Psa. 67.5. Let the people praise thee, 0 
God ; let all the people praise thee. 6. Then 
shall the earth yield her increase ; and God, 
even our own God, shall bless us. v. 1-7. 

Psa. 68. 31. Princes shall come out of Egypt ; 
Ethiopia shall soon stretch out her hands unto 
God. 32. Sing unto God, ye kingdoms of the 
earth ; 0 sing praises unto the Lord. 

Psa. 69.35. God will save Zion, and will 
build the cities of Judah : that they may dwell 
there, and have it in possession. 36. The seed 
also of his servants shall inherit it : and they 
that love his name shall dwell therein. 

Psa. 72.2. He shall judge thy people with 
righteousness, and thy poor with judgment. 

3. The mountains shall bring peace to the 
people, and the little hills, by righteousness. 

4. He shall judge the poor of the people, he 
shall save the children of the needy, and shall 
break in pieces the oppressor. 7. In his days 
shall the righteous flourish ; and abundance of 
peace so long as the moon endureth. 8. He 
shall have dominion also from sea to sea, and 
from the river unto the ends of the earth. 

Psa. 72.9. They that dwell in the wilderness 
shall bow before him ; and his enemies shall 
lick the dust. 10. The kings of Tarshish and 
of the isles shall bring presents : the kings of 
Sheba and Seba shall offer gifts. 11. Yea, all 
kings shall fall down before him : all nations 
shall serve him. 16. There shall be an hand- 
ful of corn in the earth upon the top of the 
mountains ; the fruit thereof shall shake like 
Lebanon : and they of the city shall flourish 
like grass of the earth. 19. Blessed be his 
glorious name for ever: and let the whole 
earth be filled with his glory; Amen, and 
Amen. v. 1-20. 

Psa. 85.10. Mercy and truth are met to- 
gether; righteousness and peace have kissed 
each other. 11* Truth shall spring out of the 
earth ; and righteousness shall look down from 
heaven. 12. Yea, the Lord shall give that 
which is good ; and our land shall yield her 
increase. 

Psa. 86.9. All nations whom thou hast made 
shall come and worship before thee, 0 Lord ; 
and shall glorify thy name. 

Psa. 87,4. I will make mention of Rahab 
and Babylon to them that know me. 

Psa. 89.25. I will set his hand also in the 
sea, and his right hand in the rivers. 29. His 
seed also will I make to endure for ever, and 
his throne as the days of heaven. 36. His seed 
shall endure for ever, and his throne as the 
sun before me. 87. It shall be established for 
ever as the moon, and as a faithful witness in 
heaven, v. 1-37. 

Paa. 96.11, Let the heavens rejoice, and let 


the earth be glad; let the sea roar, and the 
fulness thereof. 12. Let the field be joyful, 
and all that is therein : then shall all the trees 
of the wood rejoice 13. Before the Lord : for 
he cometh, for he cometh to judge the earth : 
he shall judge the world with righteousness, 
and the people with his truth, v. 1-13. 

Psa. 102.13. Thou shalt arise, and have 
mercy upon Zion : for the time to favour her, 
yea, the set time, is come. 14. For thy ser- 
vants take pleasure in her stones, and favour 
the dust thereof. 15. So the heathen shall 
fear the name of the Lord, and all the kings of 
the earth thy glory. 16. When the Lord shall 
build up Zion, he shall appear in his glory. 

Psa. 110.3. Thy people shall be willing in 
the day of thy power, in the beauties of holi- 
ness from the womb of the morning : thou 
hast the dew of thy youth, v. 1-7. 

Psa. 113.3. From the rising of the sun unto 
the going down of the same the Lord’s name 
is to be praised. 

Psa. 118.24. This is the day which the Lord 
hath made ; we will rejoice and be glad in it. 

Psa. 126.5. They that sow in tears shall 
reap in joy. 6. He that goeth forth and 
weepeth, bearing precious seed, shall doubtless 
come again with rejoicing, bringing his sheaves 
with him. 

Psa. 132.15. I will abundantly bless her 
provision : I will satisfy her poor with bread. 
16. 1 will also clothe her priests with salvation : 
and her saints shall shout aloud for joy. 17. 
There will I make the horn of David to bud: 
I have ordained a lamp for mine anointed. 
18. His enemies will I clothe with shame : but 
upon himself shall his crown flourish. 

Psa. 138.4. A11 the kings of the earth shall 
praise thee, O Lord, when they hear the words 
of thy mouth. 5. Yea, they shall sing in the 
ways of the Lord : for great is the glory of the 
Lord. 

Psa. 145.10. All thy works shall praise thee, 
O Lord ; and thy saints shaU bless thee. II. 
They shall speak of the glory of thy kingdom, 
and talk of thy power. 

Isa. 2.2. It shall come to pass in the last 
days, that the mountain of the Lord’s house 
shall be established in the top of the moun- 
tains, and shall be exalted above B the hills ; 
and all nations shall flow unto it.* 3. Many 
people shall go and say, Come ye, and let us 
go up to the mountain of the Lord, to the 
house of the God of Jacob ; and he will teach us 
of his ways, and we will walk in his paths: for 
out of Zion shall go forth the law, and the word 
of the Lord from Jerusalem, 4. He shall judge 
among the nations, and shall rebuke many 
people : and they shall beat their swords into 
plowshares, and their spears into pruning- 
hooks : nation shall not lift up sword against 
nation, neither shall they learn war any more, 
v. 5. 

Isa. 4.2. In that day shall the branch of the 
Lord be beautiful and glorious, and the fruit 
of the earth shall be excellent and comely for 
them that are escaped of Israel, 3. And it 
shaH come to pass, that he that is left in Zion, 
and he that remaineth in Jerusalem, shall be 
called holy, even every one that is written 
among the living in Jerusalem. 

Isa. 4.5, And the Lord will create upon 
every dwelling-place of Mount Zion, and upon 
her assemblies, a cloud and smoke by day, and 
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the shining of a flaming Are by night : for 
upon all the glory shall be a defence. 6. And 
there shall be a tabernacle for a shadow in 
the day-time from the heat, and for a place 
of refuge, and for a covert from storm and 
from rain. 

Isa. 9.2. The people that walked in dark- 
ness have seen a great light : they that dwell 
in the land of the shadow of death, upon them 
hath the light shined. 6. The government 
shall be upon his shoulder : and his name 
shall be called Wonderful, Counseller, The 
mighty God, The everlasting Father, The 
Prince of Peace. 7. Of the increase of his 
government and peace there shall be no end, 
upon the throne of David, and upon his king- 
dom, to order it, and to establish it with judg- 
ment and with justice from henceforth even 
for ever. v. 1-7. 

Isa. 11.6. The wolf also shall dwell with the 
lamb, and the leopard shall lie down with the 
kid ; and the calf and the young Hon and the 
fatling together; and a little child shall lead 
them, 7. And the cow and the bear shall feed ; 
their young ones shall lie down together : and 
the lion shall eat straw like the ox. 8. And 
the sucking child shall play on the hole of the 
asp, and the weaned child shall put his hand ' 
on the cockatrice’ den. 

Isa. 11.9. They shall not hurt nor destroy 
in all my holy mountain : for the earth shall 
be full of the knowledge of the Lord, as 
the waters cover the sea. 10. And in that 
day there shall be a root of Jesse, which 
shall stand for an ensign of the people ; to it 
shall the Gentiles seek : and his rest shall be 
glorious, v. 1-10. 

Isa. 18.7. In that time shall the present be 
brought unto the Lord of hosts of a people 
scattered and peeled, and from a people terrible 
from their beginning hitherto ; a nation meted 
out and trodden under foot, whose land the 
rivers have spoiled, to the place of the name 
of the Lord of hosts, the mount Zion. 

Isa. 19.24. In that day shall Israel be the 
third with Egypt and with Assyria, even a 
blessing in the midst of the land : 25. Whom 
the Lord of hosts shall bless, saying, Blessed be 
Egypt my people, and Assyria the work of my 
hands, and Israel mine inheritance. 

Isa, 24.16. From the uttermost part of the 
earth have we heard songs. 

Isa. 25.6. In this mountain shall the Lord 
of hosts make unto all people a feast of fat 
things, a feast of wines on the lees, of fat 
things full of marrow, of wines on the lees well 
refined. 7. And he will destroy in this moun- 
tain the face of the covering cast overall people, 
and the vail that is spread over all nations. 
8. He will swallow up death in victory ; and 
the Lord God will wipe away tears from off all 
faces; and the rebuke of his people shall he 
take away from off all the earth : for the Lord 
hath spoken it. 

Isa. 29.18. In that day shall the deaf hear 
the words of the book, and the eyes of the 
blind shall see out of obscurity, and out of 
darkness. 19. The meek also shall increase 
their joy in the Lord, and the poor among 
men shall rejoice in the Holy One of Israel. 
t>. 18-24. 

Isa. 30.20. And though the Lord give you 
the bread of adversity, and the water of afflic- j 
tion, yet shall not thy teachers be removed 
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into a comer any more, but thine eyes shall 
see thy teachers. 

Isa. 32. 3. The eyes of them that see shall not 
be dim, and the ears of them that hear shall 
hearken. 4. The heart also of the rash shall 
understand knowledge, and the tongue of the 
stammerers shall be ready to speak plainly, 

15. Until the Spirit be poured upon us from 
on high, and the wilderness be a fruitful field, 
and the fruitful field be counted for a forest, 

16. Then judgment shall dwell in the wilder- 
ness, and righteousness remain in the fruitful 
field. 17. And the work of righteousness shall 
be peace ; and the effect of righteousness, quiet- 
ness and assurance for ever. v. 1-20. 

Isa. 33.20. Look upon Zion, the city of our 
solemnities : thine eyes shall see Jerusalem a 
quiet habitation, a tabernacle that shall not be 
taken down; not one of the stakes thereof 
shall ever be removed, neither shall any of the 
cords thereof be broken. 21. But there the 
glorious Lord will be unto us a place of broad 
rivers and streams ; wherein shall go no galley 
with oars, neither shall gallant ship pass 
thereby, v. 5, 13-24. 

Isa. 35.1. Hie wilderness and the solitary 
place shall be glad for them ; and the desert 
shall rejoice, and blossom as the rose. 2. It 
shall blossom abundantly, and rejoice even with 
joy and singing : the glory of Lebanon shall be 
given unto it, the excellency of Carmel and 
Sharon, they shall see the glory of the Lord, 
and the excellency of our God. 5. The eyes 
of the blind shall be opened, and the ears of 
the deaf shall be unstopped. 

Isa. 35.6. Then shall the lame man leap as 
an hart, and the tongue of the dumb sing : for 
in the wilderness shall waters break out, and 
streams in the desert. 7. And the parched 
ground shall become a pool, and the thirsty 
land sprinas of water: in the habitation of 
dragons, where each lay, shall be grass with 
reeds and rushes, v. 1-10. 

Isa. 40.5. The glory of the Lord shall be 
revealed, and all flesh shall see it together: 
for the mouth of the Lord hath spoken it. 
v. 4-11. 

Isa. 42.3. He shall bring forth judgment 
unto truth. 4. He shall not fail nor be dis- 
couraged, till he have set judgment in the 
earth : and the isles shall wait for his law. 
v. 1 - 12 . 

Isa. 44.3, I will pour water upon him that 
is thirsty, and floods upon the dry ground : I 
will pour my spirit upon thy seed, and my 
blessing upon thine offspring : 4. And they 
shall spring up as among the grass, as willows 
by the water courses. 5. One shall say, I am 
the Lord’s; and another shall call himself by 
the name of Jacob; and another shall sub- 
scribe with his hand unto the Lord, and sur- 
name himself by the name of Israel. 

Isa. 45.8. Drop down, ye heavens, from 
above, and let the skies pour down righteous- 
ness : let the earth open, and let them bring 
forth salvation, and let righteousness spring 
up together; I the Lord have created it. 23. 
I have sworn by myself, the word is gone out 
of my mouth in righteousness, and shall not 
return. That unto me every knee shall bow, 
every tongue shall swear. 24. Surely, shall 
one say, In the Lord have 1 righteousness and 
strength : even to him shall men come. v. 6. 

Isa. 46.12. Hearken unto me, ye stout- 
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hearted, that are far from righteousness : 13. 

I bring near my righteousness ; it shall not be 
far off, and my salvation shall not tarry : and 
I will place salvation in Zion for Israel my 
glory. 

Isa. 49.6, It is a light thing that thou 
shouldest he nxy servant, to raise up the tribes 
of Jacob, and to restore the preserved of Israel ; 

I will also give thee for a light to the Gentiles, 
that thou mayest be my salvation unto the end 
of the earth. 7. Thus saith the Lord, the 
Redeemer of Israel, and his Holy One, to him 
whom man despiseth, to him whom the nation 
abhorreth, to a servant of rulers, Kings shall 
see and arise, princes also shall worship, be- 
cause of the Lord that is faithful, and the 
Holy One of Israel, and he shall choose thee. 

Isa. 49.8. Thus saith the Lord, In an accept- 
able time have I heard thee, and in a day of 
salvation have I helped thee : and I will pre- 
serve thee, and give thee for a covenant of the 
people, to establish the earth, to cause to in- 
herit the desolate heritages: 9. That thou 
mayest say to the prisoners, Go forth ; to them 
that are in darkness, Shew yourselves : they 
shall feed in the ways, and their pastures shall 
be in all high places. 

Isa. 49.10. They shall not hunger nor thirst ; 
neither shall the heat nor sun smite them : for 
he that hath mercy on them shall lead them, 
even by the springs of water shall he guide 
them. 11, And I will make all my mountains 
a way, and my highways shall be exalted. 
12. Behold, these shall come from far: and, 
lo, these from the north and from the west ; 
and these from the land of Sinim. 18. Lift up 
thine eyes round about, and behold : all these 
gather themselves together, and come to thee. 
As I live, saith the Lord, thou shalt surely 
clothe thee with them all, as with an ornament, 
and bind them on thee , as a bride doeth . 
v . 18-23. 

Isa. 51 .3. The Lord shall comfort Zion : he 
will comfort all her waste places ; and he will 
make her wilderness like Eden, and her desert 
like the garden of the Lord ; joy and gladness 
shall be found therein, thanksgiving, and the 
voice of melody. 5. My righteousness is near; 
my salvation is gone forth, and mine arms 
shall judge the people ; the isles shall wait upon 
me, and on mine arm shall they trust. [ 

Isa. 51.6. Lift up your eyes to the heavens, 
and look upon the earth beneath: for the 
heavens shall vanish away like smoke, and the 
earth shall wax old like a garment, and they 
that dwell therein shall die in like manner : 
but my salvation shall be for ever, and my 
righteousness shall not be abolished. 8. For 
the moth shall eat them up like a garment, 
and the worm shall eat them like wool: but 
my righteousness shall be for ever, and my 
salvation from generation to generation, v. 
3-16. 

Isa. 52.1. Awake, awake ; put on thy 
strength, 0 Zion ; put on thy beautiful gar- 
ments, 0 Jerusalem, the holy city : for hence- 
forth there shall no more come into thee the 
uncircumcised and the unclean. 2. Shake 
thyself from the dust; arise, and sit down, 0 
Jerusalem: loose thyself from the bands of 
thy neck, 0 captive daughter of Zion. 7. How 
beautiful upon the mountains are the feet of 
him that bringetb good tidings, that publisheth 
peace; that bringeth good tidings pf good, 
1Q0 


that publisheth salvation: that saith unto 
Zion, Thy God reigneth I 

Isa. 52.8. Thy watchmen shall lift up the 
voice ; with the voice together shall they sing : 
for they shall see eye to eye, when the Lord 
shall bring again Zion. 10. The Lord hath 
made bare his holy arm in the eyes of all the 
nations ; and all the ends of the earth shall see 
the salvation of our God. 15. So shall he 
sprinkle many nations; the kings shall shut 
their mouths at him : for that which had not 
been told them shall they see ; and that which 
they had not heard shall they consider, v. 1-15. 

Isa. 63.10. When thou shalt make his soul 
an offering for sin, he shall see his seed, he 
shall prolong his days, and the pleasure of the 
Lord shall prosper in his hand. 11, He shall 
see of the travail of his soul, and shall be 
satisfied : by his knowledge shall tny righteous 
servant justify many ; for he shall bear their 
iniquities. 12. Therefore will I divide him a 
portion with the great, and he shall divide the 
spoil with the strong. 

Isa. 54.1. Sing, 0 barren, thou that didst 
not bear; break forth into singing, and cry 
aloud, thou that didst not travail with child : 
for more are the children of the desolate than 
the children of the married wife, saith the 
Lord. 2. Enlarge the place of thy tent, and 
let them stretch forth the curtains of thine 
habitations: spare not, lengthen thy cords, 
and strengthen thy stakes ; 3. For thou shalt 
break forth on the right hand and on the left ; 
and thy seed shall inherit the Gentiles, and 
make the desolate cities to be inhabited. 

Isa. 54.4. Thou shalt forget the shame 
of thy youth, and shalt not remember the 
reproach of thy widowhood any more. 5. The 
God of the whole earth shall he be called. 
11. 0 thou afflicted, tossed with tempest, and 
not comforted, behold, I will lay thy stones 
with fair colours, and lay thy foundations with 
sapphires. 12. And I will make thy windows 
of agates, and thy gates of carbuncles, and all 
thy borders of pleasant stones, 13. And all 
thy children shall he taught of the Lord ; and 
great shall he the peace of thy children. 

Isa. 54.14. In righteousness shalt thou be 
established : thou shalt be far from oppression; 
for thou shalt not fear : and from terror ; for 
it shall not come near thee. v. 1-17. 

Isa. 55.5. Behold, thou shalt call a nation 
that thou knowest not, and nations that knew 
not thee shall run unto thee because of the 
Lord thy God, and for the Holy One of Israel ; 
for he hath glorified thee. 10. For as the rain 
eometh down, and the snow from heaven, and 
retumeth not thither, but watereth the earth, 
and maketh it bring forth and bud, that it 
may give seed to the sower, and bread to the 
eater : 11. So shall my word be that goefch forth 
out of my mouth ; it shall not return unto me 
void, but it shall accomplish that which I 
please, and it shall prosper in the thing whereto 
I sent it. 

Isa. 55.12. Ye shall go out with joy, and 
be led forth with peace : the mountains and 
the hills shall break forth before you into 
singing, and all the trees of the field shall clap 
their hands. 13. Instead of the thorn shall 
come up the fir tree, and instead of the brier 
shall come up the myrtle tree : and it shall be 
to the Lord for a name, for an everlasting sign 
that shall not be cut off. *.1-33. 
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Isa. 56.7. Mine house shall be called an 
house of prayer for all people. 8. The Lord 
God which gathereth the outcasts of Israel 
saith, Yet will I gather others to him, beside 
those that are gathered unto him. v. 3-8. 

Isa. 59,19. So shall they fear the name of 
the Lord from the west, and his glory from 
the rising of the sun. When the enemy shall 
come in like a flood, the Spirit of the Lord 
shall lift up a standard against him. v. 19-21. 

Isa. 60.1. Arise, shine ; for thy light is 
come, and the glory of the Lord is risen upon 
thee. 3. The Gentiles shall come to thy light, 
and kings to the brightness of thy rising. 
4. Lift up thine eyes round about, and see : 
all they gather themselves together, they come 
to thee : thy sons shall come from far, and 
thy daughters shall be nursed at thy side. 
6. Then thou shalt see, and flow together, 
and thine heart shall fear, and be enlarged ; 
because the abundance of the sea shall be 
converted unto thee, the forces of the Gen- 
tiles shall come unto thee. 

Isa. 60.7. All the flocks of Kedar shall be 
gathered together unto thee, the rams of 
Nebaioth shall minister unto thee : they 
shall come up with acceptance on mine 
altar, and I will glorify the house of my 
glory. 8. Who are these that fly as a 
cloud, and as the doves to their windows? 
9. Surely the isles shall wait for me, and the 
ships of Tarshisli first, to bring thy sons from 
far, their silver and their gold with them, 
unto the name of the Lord thy God, and to 
the Holy One of Israel, because he hath glori- 
fied thee. 

Isa. 60.19. The sun shall be no more thy 
light by day ; neither for brightness shall the 
moon give light unto thee : but the Lord shall 
be unto thee an everlasting light, and thy 
God thy glory. 20. Thy sun shall no more 
go down ; neither shall thy moon withdraw 
itself : for the Lord shall be thine everlasting 
light, and the days of thy mourning shall be 
ended. 1-22. 

Isa. 61.1. The Spirit of the Lord God 'is 
upon me ; because the Lord hath anointed me 
to preach good tidings unto the meek ; he 
hath sent me to bind up the broken-hearted, 
to proclaim liberty to the captives, and the 
opening of the orison to them that are bound ; 
2. To proclaim the acceptable year of the 
Lord, and the day of vengeance of our God ; 
to comfort all that mourn ; 3. To appoint 
unto them that mourn in Zion, to give unto 
them beauty for ashes, the oil of joy for 
mourning. 

Isa, 61.6. But ye shall be named the Priests 
of the Lord : men shall call you the Ministers 
of our God : ye shall eat the riches of the 
Gentiles, and in their glory shall ye boast 
yourselves. 9. Their seed shall be known 
among the Gentiles, and their offspring among 
the people : all that see them shall acknow- 
ledge them, that they are the seed which the 
Lord hath blessed. 11. As the earth bringeth 
forth her bud, and as the garden causeth the 
things that are sown in it to spring forth ; so 
the Lord God will cause righteousness and 
praise to spring forth before all the nations. 
v. 1-11. 

Isa. 62.2. The Gentiles shall see thy right- 
eousness, and all kings thy glory : and thou 
shalt be called by a new- name, which the 


mouth of the Lord shall name. 3. Thou shalt 
also be a crown of glory in the hand of the 
Lord, and a royal diadem in the hand of thy 
God. 12. They shall call them, The holy 
people, The redeemed of the Lord : and thou 
shalt be called, Sought out, A city not for- 
saken. v. 1-12. 

Isa. 65,1. I am sought of them that asked 
not for me ; I am found of them that sought 
me not : I said, Behold me, behold me, 
unto a nation that was not called by my 
name. 17. For, behold, 1 create new 
heavens, and a new earth: and the former 
shall not be remembered, nor come into 
mind. IS. But be ye glad and rejoice for 
ever in that which I create: for, behold, I 
create Jerusalem a rejoicing, and her people 
a joy. 19. And I will rejoice in Jerusalem, 
and joy in my people : and the voice of weep- 
ing shall be no more heard in her, nor the 
voice of crying. 

Isa. 65.23. They shall not labour in vain, 
nor bring forth for trouble : for they are the 
seed of the blessed of the Lord, and their off- 
spring with them, 24. And it shall come to pass, 
that before they call, I will answer ; and while 
they are yet speaking, I will hear. 25. The 
wolf and the lamb shall feed together, and 
the lion shall eat straw like the bullock : and 
dust shall he the serpent’s meat. They shall 
not hurt nor destroy in all my holy mountain, 
saith the Lord. v. 1-25. 

Isa. 66.12. Behold, I will extend peace to 
her like a river, and the glory of the Gentiles 
like a flowing stream : then shall ye suck, ye 
shall be borne upon her sides, and be dandled 
upon her knees. 19. I will set a sign among 
them, and I will send those that escape of 
them unto the nations, to Tarsbish, Pul, and 
Lud, that draw the bow, to Tubal, and Javan, 
to the isles afar off, that have not heard my 
fame, neither have seen my glory ; and they 
shall declare my glory among the Gentiles. 
23. It shall come to pass, that from one new 
moon to another, and from one Sabbath to 
another, shall all flesh come to worship before 
me, saith the Lord. v. 7-23. 

Jer. 3.17. They shall call Jerusalem the 
throne of the Lord ; and all the nations shall 
be gathered unto it, to the name of the Lord, 
to Jerusalem : neither shall they walk any 
more after the imagination of their evil 
heart. 

J er. 4. 2. The nations shall bless themselves 
in him, and in him shall they glory. 

Jer. 16.19. The Gentiles shall come unto 
thee from the ends of the earth, and shall say.

Rom. 4.13. The promise, that he should be 
the heir of the world, was not to Abraham, or 
to his seed, through the law, but through the 
righteousness of faith. 16. It is of faith, that 
it might he by grace; to the end the promise 
might be sure to all the seed ; not to that only 
which is of the law, but to that also which is 
of the faith of Abraham ; who is the father of 
us all.

25. Who was delivered for our offences, and 
was raised again for our justification, v, 2-12. 

Rom. 5.1. Being justified by faith, we have 
peace with God through our Lord J esus Christ : 
9. Being now justified by his blood, we shah 
be saved from wrath through him. 11. We 
also joy in God through our Lord Jesus Christ, 
by whom we have now received the atonement. 
16. The free gift is of many offences unto jus- 
tification. 17. For if by one man’s offence 
death reigned by one ; much more they which 
receive abundance of grace, and of the gift of 
righteousness, shall reign in life by one, Jesus 
Christ.

Know them which labour 
among you, and are over you in the Lord, and 
1 admonish you. 

1 Tim. 1.3. Charge some that they teach 
no other doctrine. 4. Neither give heed to 
fables and endless genealogies, which minister 
questions, rather than godly edifying which is 
in faith : so do. 

1 Tim. 1.18. War a good warfare; 19. Hold- 
ing faith, and a good conscience ; which some 
having put away concerning faith have made 
shipwreck. 

1 Tim. 3.1. This is a true saying, If a man 
desire the office of a bishop, he desireth a good 
work. 2. A bishop then must be blameless, 
the husband of one wife, vigilant, sober, or 
good behaviour, given to hospitality, apt to 
teach ; 3. Not given to wine, no striker, not; 
greedy of filthy lucre; but patient, not a 
brawler, not covetous ; 4. One that ruleth well 
his own house, having his children in subjec- 
tion with all gravity ; 6. (For if a man know 
not how to rule his own house, how shall he 
take care of the church of God?) 6. Not a 
novice, lest being lifted up with pride he fall 
into the condemnation of the devil. 7. More- 
over he must have a good report of them which 
are without ; lest he fall into reproach and the 
snare of the devil. 15. If I tarry long, that 
thou mayest know how thou oughtest to 
behave thyself in the house of God. 

1 Tim. 4.6. If thou put the brethren in 
remembrance of these things, thou shalt be a 
good minister of Jesus Christ, nourished up in 
the words of faith and of good doctrine, wbere- 
unto thou hast attained. 7. But refuse profane 
and old wives' fables, and exercise thyself 
rather unto godliness. 12. Be thou an example 
of the believers, in word, in conversation, in 
charity, in spirit, in faith, in purity. 13. Till 
I come, give attendance to reading, to exhort- 
ation, to doctrine. 14. Neglect not the gift 
that is in thee, which was given thee by pro- 
phecy, with the laying on of the hands of the 
presbytery. 15. Meditate upon these things ; 
give thyself wholly to them ; that thy profiting 
may appear to all. 16. Take heed unto thyself, 
and unto the doctrine; continue in them; 
for in doing this thou shalt both save thyself, 
and them that hear thee. 

1 Tim. 5.17. Let the elders that rule well be 
counted worthy of double honour, especially 
they who labour in the word and doctrine. 21. 
I charge thee before God, and the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and the elect angels, that thou observe 
these things without preferring one before 
another, doing nothing by partiality. 

1 Tim. 6.11. O man of God, flee these 
things; and follow after righteousness, godli- 
ness, faith, love, patience, meekness. 13. I 
give thee charge in the sight of God, who 
quickeneth all things, and before Christ Jesus, 
who before Pontius Pilate witnessed a good 
confession ; 14. That thou keep this command- 
ment without spot, unrebukeable, until the 
appearing of our Lord Jesus Christ. 20.0 
Timothy, keep that which is committed to thy 
trust, avoiding profane and vain babblings, 
and oppositions of science falsely so called* 
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21. Which some professing have erred con- 
cerning the faith. 

2 Tim. 1. 6. I put thee in remembrance that 
thou stir up the gift of God, which is in thee 
by the putting on of my hands. 13. Hold fast 
the form of sound words, which thou hast 
heard of me, in faith- and love which is in 
Christ Jesus. 14. That good thing which was 
committed unto thee keep by the Holy Ghost 
which dwelleth in us. 

2 Tim. 2.1. My son, be strong in the grace 
that is in Christ Jesus. 2. The things that thou 
hast heard of me among many witnesses, the 
same commit thou to faithful men, who shall be 
able to teach others also. 3. Endure hardness, 
as a good soldier of Jesus Christ. 4. No man 
that warreth entangleth himself with the 
affairs of this life ; that he may please him who 
hath chosen him to be a soldier. 5. If a man 
also strive for masteries, yet is he not crowned, 
except he strive lawfully. 6. The husbandman 
that laboureth must be first partaker of the 
fruits. 7. Consider what I say ; and the Lord 
give thee understanding in all things. 

2 Tim. 2.14. Of these things put them in 
remembrance, charging them before the Lord 
that they strive not about words to no profit, 
but to the subverting of the hearers. 15. Study 
to shew thyself approved unto God, a work- 
man that needeth not to be ashamed, rightly 
dividing the word of truth. 10. Shun profane 
and vain babblings : for they will increase unto 
more ungodliness. 20. In a great house there 
are not only vessels of gold and of silver, but 
also of wood and of earth ; and some to 
honour, and some to dishonour.

Continue thou in the things 
which thou hast learned and hast been assured 
of, knowing of whom thou hast learned them ; 

16. All scripture is given by inspiration of God, 
and is profitable for doctrine, for reproof, for 
correction, for instruction in righteousness: 

17. That the man of God may be perfect, 
throughly furnished unto all good works. 

2 Tim. 4.1. I charge thee therefore before 
God, and the Lord Jesus Christ, who shall 
judge the quick and the dead at his appearing 
and his kingdom ; 2. Preach the word ; be 
instant in season, out of season; reprove, 
rebuke, exhort with all long-suffering and 
doctrine. 5. Watch thou in all things; endure 
afflictions, do the work of an evangelist, make 
full proof of thy ministry. 

Tit. 1.5. For this cause left I thee in Crete, 
that thou shouldest set in order the things that 
are wanting, and ordain elders in every city, 
as I had appointed thee : 6. If any be blame- 
less, the husband of one wife, having faithful 
children not accused of riot or unruly. 7 . For I 
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a bishop must be blameless, as the steward ol 
God ; not self-willed, not soon angry, not given 
to wine, no striker, not given to filthy lucre ; 
8. But a lover of hospitality, a lover of good 
men, sober, just, holy, temperate ; 9. Hold- 
ing fast the faithful word as he hath been 
taught, that he may be able by sound doctrine 
both to exhort and to convince the gainsayers. 
13. Rebuke them sharply, that they may be 
sound in the faith ; 14. Not giving heed to 
Jewish fables, and commandments of men, 
that turn from the truth. 

Tit. 2.1. Speak thou the things which be- 
come sound doctrine. 7. In all things shewing 
thyself a pattern of good works : in doctrine 
shewing uncorruptness, gravity, sincerity, 8. 
Sound speech, that connot be condemned;

Our fathers have trespassed, 
and done that which was evil in the eyes of the 
Lord our God, and have forsaken him, and 
have turned away their faces from the habita- 
tion of the Lord, and turned their backs. 8.

Ezr. 9.4. Then were assembled unto me 
every one that trembled at the words of the 


God of Israel, because of the transgression of 
those that had been carried away. 6. O my 
God, 1 am ashamed and blush to lift up my 
face to thee, my God : for our iniquities are 
increased over our head, and our trespass is 
grown up unto the heavens.

1.23,39,40,65 with Jos. 21.10,11. His vision 
in the temple ; Gabriel predicts the birth of 
John ; lie is struck dumb for incredulity ; his 
dumbness removed when he named the child 
John ; inspired by the Holy Ghost ; his song, 
Luk. 1.7-23,62-79. See Elizabeth— John. 

ZADOK, son of Ahitub; of the line of 
Phinehas, 1 Chr.

15.11. X Chr. 16.39 ; who is called Ahimelech, 
2 Sam.

He and Abiathar carry the ark 
on David’s flight from Absalom ; return to the 
city *, their sons, Ahimaaz and Jonathan, carry 
news of the rebellion, 2 Sam.

And 
my speech and my preaching was not with en- 
ticing words of man’s wisdom, but in demon- 
stration of the Spirit and of power.

Which things also we speak, not in the words 
which man’s wisdom teacheth, but which the 
Holy Ghost teacheth ; comparing spiritual 
things with spiritual, v, 6,7.
